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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Newton: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. This report is concerned with 
the Newton Schools for the year July 1, 1942 to June 30, 
1948, and for the current year up to the present date. As 
usual I am including a Statistical table. This, together with 
the reports of the Supervisor of Music and the School 
Nurse, give much valuable information in regard to the 
daily life of our Schools. 


It is a pleasure to report that there have been no 
changes in the teaching staff since my last report. We are 
very fortunate in retaining the services of experienced and 
competent teachers. Many schools are at times handicap- 
ped due to shortage of substitute teachers. Up to the pre- 
sent time this has not been a problem here. 


On account of the extra duties placed both this year 
and last on all Superintendents of Schools by government 
requirements, there has not been time for the usual amount 
of class room supervision. I wish to express my appreciation 
and commendation to the teaching staff for their willing 
and painstaking efforts. 


The enrollment for the year covered by this report was 
ninety-three, which was fourteen less than the previous 
-_ year. The school attendance averaged 91.64 percent of the 
membership, as compared with the State Average of 92.94 
percent. 


There were eight graduates from the eighth grade 
last June. All but one of these have entered a High School 
this year. 


Defense Stamps have been purchased by the children 
in all Schools. This has afforded a fine form of training’ in 
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thrift and character development and gives the children a 
feeling of having a part in the War Effort. The total stamps. 
and bonds bought by the children in the elementary schools. 
from January: 1948 to January 1944 totals $1,135.35. This. 
record is commendable both for the teachers and children. 


Some transportation routes have been shortened by 
order of the Federal Office of Defense Transportation in 
order to conserve gas and tires. Because of this, some prob- 
lems have been created, but have been solved, for the most 
part, by a spirit of cooperation and patience among all 
concerned. 


The Otis Mental Tests have been given again in the 
fourth grade. With the assistance of the teachers we hope 
to be able to give a Standardized Achievement test before 
the end of the year to each pupil in grades two to eight in- 
clusive. These ‘tests serve as a check on the work done and 
furnish a picture of progress made during the year both 
by the individual and the class as a whole. 


The fire escape exit at Rowe’s Corner School, built last 
summer is working well. The double doors between the two 
rooms are a convenience and are used often at times other 
than.fire drill. 


Two hundred thousand teachers in the United States 
have left teaching since Pearl Harbor. Teachers’ College 
enrollments have dropped 60 percent below 1940-1941. 
Fifty thousand emergency teaching certificates have been 
issued this year. Thirty out of every one hundred teachers. 
in the country are paid less than $1,200.00 a year (about. 
$23.00 per week) on a fifty-two week basis. Living costs. 
have risen 26 percent since August 1939. Fairness dictates 
that teachers’ salaries should have increased at least 25 per- 
cent over September 1939. The increases planned for next 
year would approximately do that. | 


During these difficult times we must resolve that in 
spite of the difficulties and the extra work that we find in 
the operation of our schools on account of the war, there 
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shall be no let down of effort. We must strive as never 
before, to play our part in the training of good American 
Citizens. We who are concerned with the daily operation 
of the schools wish to thank the School Board and Citizens 
for their loyal support.
